all the sane, orthodox evangelists,

conference not one unkind or un- 
brotherly word was uttered by 
you or anyone else against Dr. 
Lewis Sperry Chafer or against 
any other orthodox minister or 
orthodox institution. Without re- 
flecting apon Dr. Chafer’s integ- 
rity or questioning in any way 
his sincerity, you expressed the 
feeling that however sincere Dr. 
Chafer may have been in some of 
the positions which he took in his 
book True Evangelism, that he 
had in these certain statements 
not only done great harm to the 
cause of mass evangelism, but also 
to pastoral and personal evange- 
lism as well. You said that you 
felt that regardless of whether he 
intended to do it or not, Dr. Chafer 
had in certain statements reflect- 
ed upon all evangelists, both those 
who are dead and those who are 
living and are now active in the 
field of evangelism.

It is a constant, day 
by day, moment by moment gift of 
God. For what Paul literally says 
is, “Thanks be unto God who con- 
tinually is giving us the victory.” 
There are some blessed people 
to whom God is constantly giving 
victory. These are the radiant, 
bright, happy Christians with a 
contagious happiness, joy and 
radiance in their testimony and 
lives. They are never defeated or 
assaulted by the world, the flesh 
ang the Devil. They are the 
“more than conquerors’ that we 
read about in Romans the eighth 
chapter. They have trials, sor- 
rows and afflictions as other peo- 
ple have, but they match all the 
trials of life with the glorious 
presence and power of God flood- 
ing their souls, which He gives 
them moment by moment as His 
marvelous gift to troubled men. 


This victory comes through the 


‘living, resurrected Christ, living in 


our hearts. Oh, the glorious fact 
that Christ is risen iadeed, risen 
truly; alive, not dead; near at 
hand, not afar off, but lives within 
our hearts and in the hearts of 
all who believe on Him! 


The resurrection of Jesus was 
the central message of the apostles 
and is the central message of the 
New Testament for us today.

I. What Christ Did for You 


“Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree. . .” 
I will be personal because the text 
is personal and I want to speak 
directly to your heart and con- 
science because some of you do not 
know what Christ has done for 
you. I was like that for years. I 
went to church. The building had 
cost $250,000, had a carillon tower 
with bells imported from England, 
a big gymnasium with over 4,000 
square feet of floor space, pool 
tables and ping pong tables—in 
short, a thoroughly “modern” 
church. But though I went to 
church, I would have stood speech- 
less had someone asked me what 
the death of Christ on the cross 
meant to me. I was a premedic 
student in the University of Ne- 
braska, fighting a losing battle to 
maintain a standard of righteous- 
ness acceptable to God. I was 
“fed up” with religion as I knew it. 
But one evening I was invited 


jto a gospel service after which I 


was brought face to face with 
John 1:12: “But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name.” I 


saw it was a personal matter. I

and wonderful for what it does. 
Christ did for you, and what you may do for Christ.

Over 600 Precious Souls in a Two- 
Week Revival in New Castle, Penn.

In humility and gratitude to 
God, I am happy to report the 
rich blessings of the Lord in fhe 
city-wide union revival campaign 
held in New Castle, Pennsylvania, 
from February 22nd_ through 
March 9th, sponsored by the Chris- 
tian Business Men’s Committee 
and twenty-two evangelical 
churches. 

It was planned that the meet- 
ing should be conducted in the 
First Methodist Church, which, 
when completely opened up to in- 
clude the Sunday School rooms, 
has a seating capacity of about 
1,200. From the very beginning 
the church was packed, and on 
several evenings many were stand- 
ing and people turned away. It 
was necessary to find a larger 
auditorium for the great Sunday 
School night on Monday of the 
second week and for the closing 
week-end. We moved to the only 
auditorium available, the great 
Scottish Rite Cathedral, at a cost 
of over $200 per night. The cam- 
paign concluded in a glorious sery- 
ice, with a crowd of between 2500 
and 2,700 on Sunday night, March 
9th. 

There were above 600 actual 
professions of faith in Christ, hun- 
dreds of rededicat.ons and recia- 
mations of life, and about 200 
young people gave their.lives to 
the Lord for full-time Christian 
service.

Men and 
women in their sixties, seventies 
and eighties, prominent business 
men, scores of Catholics, old and 
young alike, were saved; two 
grown sons of the chief of police 
were saved: drunkards came to 
Christ; harlots, as well as good, 
moral church members, experi- 
enced the glorious reality of the 
new birth. 

A son about thirty years of age 
stopped to tell me that his father 
had grown bitter because of the 
loss of another son in the war, had 
cursed God and become a. drunk- 
ard. He had been mistreating 
his wife. On the first Saturday 
morning of the campaign he came 
home drunk, and, as usual, began 
to mistreat her. She picked up 
her things and went to spend the 
day with one of her other children. 
The Spirit of God got hold of him 
and caused him to attend the serv- 
ice that evening, and he was won- 
derfully saved.

Whole families were saved, 


rrominent church members got 
right with God. Some preachers 
rededicated their lives to the Lord. 
One woman who heard me preach 
the first night of the campaign, 
said that she had not been able 
to sleep or eat because of the ter- 
rible conviction which had seized 
her. She came forward and was 
happily saved. Later her husband, 
who had been attending every 
night and who had been married 
and divorced two times, stopped 
me after a service. He was great- 
ly burdened and asked if I could 
help him. His eyes were opened 
to the truth, and on the following 
evening was also happily’ con- 
verted. On the concluding night 
of the campaign, they presented 
their lives to the Lord for full- 
time Christian service. 


The last night, after preaching 
on the crucifixion of Jesus, I gave 
the invitation. It seemed as 
though there would be no response. 
But as I prayed and pleaded, sud- 
denly the Spirit of God took hold 
and there was a glorious victory! 
The invitation lasted for exactly 
one hour, but fifty-two adults 
found Christ as their Saviour and 
two hundred young people gave 
their lives for full-time Christian 
service. The power of God was 
mighty, and it was a service never 
to be forgotten! Very few left 
during the long invitation, but 
they stood, praying, weeping and 
rejoicing as they witnessed the 
Holy Spirit bringing sinners to 
the Saviour. 

Splendid Musical Program! 

The music of the campaign was 
under the direction of Forrest 
Schickedanz, formerly of Denver. 
Colorado. Due to his faithful and 
untiring efforts, we had a full 
choir at every service . The 
“Smitty Quintet” of Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, and Rev. and Mrs. G. 
Howard Jones of Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, were featured attractions 
and their instrumental and vocal!) 
numbers were a source of delight 
and spiritual refreshing.

The services opened in the First 
Methodist Church which seats 
about 1,200. On several occasions 
one hundred or more were turned 
away. Then the meetings were 
held in the Scottish Rite Cathed- 
ral, where, on the last night, Dr. 
Wells preached to approximately 
2,500 people and a great response 
followed. 


“The musical parts of the pro- 
gram could not be improved. For- 
rest Schickendanz as song leader 
and soloist, with his great chorus 
choir, were excellent. Featured 
on the musical program was the 
‘Smitty Quintet,’ with Mrs. Smith 
as pianist. Mrs. Gettings also 
served as pianist. An added at- 
traction were numbers on the cor- 


net by G. Howard Jones, with 
Mrs. Jones at the piano.

never read Dr, Chafer’s book and 
requested you to quote some of 
the passages. This you did and 
you did it in a most brotherly 
Christian way. I told you that 
since Dr. Chafer was a much 
younger man when he wrote the 
book than he is now that I felt 
confident that he could at this 
time, without sacrificing any per- 
sonal conviction, reword certain 
passages and possibly write a new 
preface to the next edition which, 
I understood, would be coming 
out in a few weeks. I said, “I fee! 
sure a good man like Dr. Chafer 
will be glad to do this for I know 
he would like to neutralize any 
fiarm, imaginary or real, or any 
possible misunderstanding that his 
book has doné or caused. I know 
Dr. Chafer would not intentionally 
reflect upon any of his brethren 
in the ministry who feel called of 
God to conduct mass evangelistic 
campaigns and who also may feel 
led of God to give a little more 
emphasis to the invitation to come 
forward and _ publicly confess 
Christ than a Bible teacher like 
Dr. Chafer might feel-led to do.” 


Dr. Bob Jones Worked Hard 
to Settle Chafer Matter 
Peacefully 

I do not need to remind you, 
Dr. Rice, that I am probably as 
busy as any other preacher or 
Christian executive in America, 
but on my return home from that 
1945 Winona Lake Evangelistic 
Conference I took it upon myself 
in a quiet, constructive way to get 
certain friends of Dr. Chafer’s to 
explain to him how some of his 
brethren in evangelistic work felt, 
and ask him, since a new edition 
of his book True Evangelism would 
be coming from the press in a 
short while, if he would not clear 
up certain statements that, to say 
the least, some of his friends did 
not feel were even necessary to 
putting over of the idea he had 
when he wrote True Evangelism. 


One of the friends with whom I 
dealt told me that Dr. Chafer was 
ill at the time but that he would 
discuss the proposition I suggested 
with him at the earliest possible 
moment. Later when Dr. Chafer 
recovered sufficiently to write 
letters and carry on most of his 
usual activities, I am informed 
that this friend did discuss the 
proposition with Dr. Chafer and 
and that he refused to restate any 
paragraph of. the book, 


While you, _Dr. Rice, know 
something about the time I have 
given and the effort I have made 
since the summer of 1945 to get 
this worked out in a way so as 
to avoid friction of any kind, not 
having seen my file of correspond- 
ence, you do not Know one-tenth 
of the effort I have made. If 
this. discussion leads to friction 
between any evangelists, Bible 
teachers or orthodox pastors, the 
file of correspondence in my office 
will, if submitted at the bar of 
public opinion, show that my 
hands are clean as a peacemaker 
as'far as this matter is concerned. 


Tried to Get Dr. Chafer to 
Make Simple, Brotherly 
Statement 


You will remember, Dr. Rice, 
how after our conference in Chi- 
cago recently I told you’ that 
through one of Dr. Chafer’s best 
friends I was making one final 
effort to get a simple brotherly 
statement from Dr. Chafer saying 
(of course, in his own words,) 
something like the following: 

“I regret that some of the 
evangelists have interpreted some 
of the statemens in my book, True 
Evangelism, to mean that I am not 
in sympathy with great united 
mass evangelistic campaigns. By 
mass evangelistic campaigns I 
mean the getting together of 
fundamental Christians in a 
community or city for the 
proclamation of the Gospel and the 
building up of the Christians. I 
certainly appreciate the great 
work done by D. L. Moody, Wil- 
bur Chapman, etc. (He could men- 
tion whatéver names of evangel- 


’ {gts he wanted to; he doesn't have 


to mention all of them.) 
“When I wrote True Evangelism

a number of years ago, I was en- 
deavoring to emphasize the work 
of the Holy Spirit rather than 
mere human effort, I should like 
all the evangelists who preach the 
Word and depend upon the Holy 
Spirit and who believe in salva- 
tien by grace through faith to 
know that I am in sympathy with 
all constructive evangelistic cam- 
paigns which these good men are 
conducting.” 

I told you that a statement 
similar to the one quoted would, I 
felt, neutralize any possible harm 
or any possible misunderstanding 
that the book, True Evangelism, 
might have caused. I requested 
you to lay off in The Sword of the 
Lord of any further discussion of 
True Evangelism for the next few 
issues. This, in a brotherly Christ- 
ian way you agreed to do. I as- 
sured you that if some statement 
was not made by Dr. Chafer simi- 
lar to the one suggested, which 
Statement you might carry in The 
Sword of the Lord as the closing 
chapter of the discussion concern- 
ing True Evangelism, I would give 
you a statement for The Sword of 
the Lord of my own personal feel- 
ings about the book, True Evang- 
elism. I told you that I am not 
only an evangelist, but also an 
educator and that I had no desire 
to get into any public discussion 
about any position Dr. Chafer had 
taken in True Evangelism or any 
possible harm or misunderstanding 
the book may have caused. But I 
made it plain to you that after 
what happened at Winona Lake 
at the evangelistic conference that 
[ felt it was my duty and the duty 
of every evangelist in that confer- 
ence, provided the evangelists 
agree with you as they said they 
did, to stand by you and your po- 
sition. 

I am informed that Dr. Chafer 
refuses to make any statement 
which you could carry in The 
Sword of the Lord as the last chap- 
ter of the discussion, but I under- 
stand from a quotation from a let- 
ter which Dr. Chafer wrote and 
which I have read, that Dr. Chafer 
says if he were writing True 
Evangelism now he would make 
his position stronger than he did 
thirty years ago. 


Says This Editor Was Re- 
quested to “Spearhead a 
Drive to Restore 
Evangelism .. .” 


I think your readers will have 
a better understanding of you and 
your position if they will keep in 
mind that you not only feel called 
of God to be an evangelist your- 
self, but since you believe that the 
greatest need of the Church at this 
time is an aggressive evangelistic 
emphasis, that you feel called of 
God to use The Sword of the Lord 
and all your other contacts not 
only to promote evangelism, but 
also as far as possible to neutral- 
ize every influence that you believe 
hinders the cause of evangelism. 
Your readers should also know that 
a large group of the best known 
American evangelists, knowing 


a. 


how you feel about your calling. 


and knowing that you have large 
evangelistic contacts through The 
Sword of the Lord, requested you 
to spearhead a drive to restore 
evangelism to its proper place in 
the thinking of all orthodox 
Christians, 


I, personally, Dr. Rice, might 
not have felt led to follow just the 
same procedure you felt the Lord 
led you to follow in dealing with 
this issue, but I wish to congratu- 
late you on the brotherly, Christian 
courtesy which you have shown 
in the handling of this entire dis- 
cussion. You have certainly been 
a Christian gentleman. You have 
been fair. You have dealt with 
an issue. You have made no per- 
sonal attacks. Now, here is my 
position. 

Dr. Bob Jones’ Position Re. 

_ Dr. Chafer’s Book 

First, under our system of 
American government Dr. Chafer 
had a right to write a book and 
express his opinion about evang- 
elism and evangelists. If Dr. 
Chafer as a Bible teacher believes 
that all evangelists (including 
Moody, the founder of Moody Bible 


' 


Institute, and Torrey, former pres- 
ident of Moody Bible Institute and 
founder of Bible Institue of Los 
Angeles) are a “false force” in 
evangelism, and that these men 
are not really New Testament 
evangelists when they conduct 
evangelistic campaigns on the in- 
vitation of churches, and that these 
evangelists are not scriptural in 
their method when they plead 
with men to come forward and 
publicly confess that they accept 
Christ and that evangelists are 
sometimes tempted to plead with 
people to come forward and make 
a public confession, so that the 
evangelist can get more money, it 
is, as I see it, Dr. Chafer'’s Christ- 
ian duty to impart this information 
to the church. 


Second, under our system of 
government the Moody Bible In- 
stitute has a right to publish and 
promote Dr. Chafer'’s book; True 
Evangelism. If the Moody Bible 
Institute feels that Dr. Chafer's 
position in True Evangelism is in 
line with the position and purpose 
of Dwight L. Moody, the founder, 
and in line with the position of 
R. A. Torrey, a former president 
of the Institute, and also in line 
with the position and purpose of 
the present executives of the In- 
stitute, it seems to me that it was 
the Christian duty of the Institute 
to publish and promote the dis- 
tribution of the book, True Evang- 
elism. 


Third, if Dr. Chafer had the 
right to write True Evangelism 
and felt that it was his duty to 
take certain positions in the book 
which you as an evangelist and 
editor of the most widely read 
evangelistic periodical in America 
Sincerely believe is hurtful to 
evangelism, which you consider 
the greatest need of our Church 
today, and if the Moody Bible In- 
stitute has the right to publish 
and promote such a book, you 
certainly have the right under our 
American system of government 
to review the book in your paper 
and take issue with the author. 
Since you evidently sincerely and 
truly believe the book, True Evan- 
gelism, has done harm and is do- 
ing harm to evangelism, and since 
you not only feel called to ‘be an 
evangelist, but also feel called to 
promote evangelism, it was, as I 
see it, your Christian duty to do 
all you could to get the Moody 
Bible Institute not to publish True 
Evangelism in its present form, 
and when failing in this effort, 
then it was your duty to use your 
paper and all your other contacts 
to neutralize whatever harm you 
feel the book might do. 


Fourth, I wish as a gentleman 
and a Christian to protest against 
the attitude of mind of a few 
Christian leaders who criticize 
you as an evangelist and editor 
of an evangelistic paper for exer- 
cising your right as an American 
to express your opinion about the 
position taken by the author of 
a book and criticising you for 
taking a position which you felt 
was your Christian duty to take, 
and yet at the same time justify- 
ing the author for writing the 
book and the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute for publishing and promoting 
the distribution of the book. I 
count as my friends most of the 
orthodox leaders of America, but 
I believe in fair play. In matters 
of this kind it is not a question 
as I see it of standing by your 
friends. It is a question of a man 
doing what he feels as a Christian 
he ought to do. 

You are my friend, Dr. Rice, 
but if you were not my friend I 
would take the same position I 
am taking in this matter. When 
a man writes a book that is inter- 
preted as an attack upon certain 
rather well-established methods of 
doing a certain type of Christian 
work, he may expect even some 
of his best friends to take issue 
with him. It is not right for any- 
one to say that you have made an 
attack or any evangelists have 
made an attack on Dr. Lewis 
Sperry Chafer. According to the 
understanding of certain evange- 
lists, an attack was made by Dr. 
Chafer in True Evangelism upon 
certain well-established methods 
of evangelism. These evangelists 
feel that you have not iaade any 
attack, but that Dr. Chafer in his 
book, True Evangelism, made an 
attack on methods, some of which 
all of the well known evangelists,

including Moody himself, have 
used. These certain evangelists 
feel that your review of the book, 
instead of being an attack on Dr. 
Chafer, was an effort on your part 
to neutralize the attack which Dr. 
Chafer himself had made on 
methods in which they believed 
and some of which they have suc- 
cessfully used for the glory of 
God, ° 


Fifth, one friend said 
“True Evangelism was written 
about thirty years ago, so why 
discuss it now?’ Here was my 
answer, “Thirty years ago mass 
evangelism was very popular in 
America and Dr. Chafer’s book 
did not at that time make much 
impression on the minds of the 
people. It is well to remember that 
Dr. Chafer then was not the pres- 
ident of an orthodox theological 
seminary, which seminary, as far 
as I know, has had the sympa- 
thetic support of ali the well- 
known, reputable evangelists in 
America. There was, as I under- 
stand, when True Evangelism was 
first written, some protest from 
men like Dr. Philpott. There was, 
however, not at that time any out- 
standing evangelistic paper like 
The Sword of the Yord and there 
was no John R. Rice who felt a 
definite call to lead a campaign 
to restore evangelism to its prop- 
er place. Then, there is still an- 
other point. The effect of a book 
Cannot be evaluated until it has 
had time to influence the minds 
of people for at least one genera- 
ation.” 


Sixth, in recent months I have 
read, re-read and studied True 
Evangelism. Without going into 
any detailed discussion, I wish to 
say, Dr. Rice, however sincere 
Dr. Chafer may have been in writ- 
ing the book, I am sure that cer- 
tain paragraphs in the book do 
have a suppressing influence on 
the evangelistic impulse. The very 
title of the book, True Evangelism, 
coming from the head of an or- 
thodox theological seminary, car- 
ries the idea to most young ortho- 
dox ministers that the last word 
on the subject of evangelism has 
been spoken. If, instead of calling 
his book True Evangelism, Dr. 
Chafer had given it the title, “The 


to me, 


Leadership of the Holy Spirit in 
Soul-Winning”’, and had changed 
the wording of a few paragraphs, 
the book. might have done good 
and I feel confident it would have 
done no harm, If Dr. Chafer is 
right in certain positions which 
he takes, then all the evangelists 
I have known in my life time 
were wrong in some particulars 
in their evangelistic approach. Dr. 
Chapman and Dr. Torrey were two 
of the dearest friends I ever had. 
I went through one of Dr. Torrey’s 
meetings when I was a young 
evangelist and I have never known 
a man who did a more thorough 
work in his after service. Dr. 
Torrey told me that he “learned 
how from Moody.” 

Now, Dr. Rice, I have gone on 
record and I have tried to do it 
in a dignified Christian way. I 
hope it will not be necessary for 
me to make any further statement, 
but I am, if necessary, prepared 
to defend anywhere, anytime the 
position I have taken in this ar- 
ticle. I understand that the saie 
of the book has been increased 
Since the controversy started. But 
from now on when young preach- 
ers read the book, True Evange- 
lism, they will know that there 
are at least two sides and not 
just one side to True Evangelism.

our Lord Jesus Christ! 


A father and mother are earnest, 
godly people. They have tried to 


teach their little girl to do 
right, but she will not listen. 
They have prayed for her, have 


taken her to church, have read 
the Bible to her; they have done 
everything possible ta help her. 
They have tried to shield her 
from sin in the world and bring 
her to God. But the mother 
writes me of her broken-hearted- 
ness. The girl falls in the ways of 
the world, goes out into sin and 
breaks her mother’s heart. Can 
God give one victory in a case like 
that? Yes! Thanks be unto God 
who continually giveth us _ the 
victory through our Lorg Jesus 
Christ! 


A man loves his wife. They have 
been married for years. Suddenly 
she comes to him and tells him 
that she is in love with another 
man and wants a divorce. She 
leaves him. He Is heart-broken. 
Can God give that man victory? 
Yes! Thanks be unto God who 
continually giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


The world is full of down-heart- 
ed, defeated people because they 
know not the victory of the Chris- 
tian faith, faith in the resurrected 
Christ which brings victory over 
every problem and every trial, yes, 
even over death itself! May God 
help us to say, “If this victory 
over everything from the cradle 
to the grave is the birthright of 
every child of God, I am going to 
have it, by the grace of God.” 

In this great fifteenth chapter 
of I Corinthians we read the out- 
line of the way to have this 
victory. Let us get it clearly in 
our minds. Verses 1 to 8; we must 
realize the certainty of Christ's 
resurrection. Verses 12 to 19; the 
horror of life if there is no resur- 
rection. Verses 20 to 28; our glori- 
ous hope for the future because of 
our resurrection based upon the 
resurrection of Christ. Verses 35 
to 50; the nature of our resurrec- 
tion. Verses 51 to 58; the time of 
our resurrection and the great 
comfort of looking forward to it. 
Now let us consider these marvel- 
ous truths one by one, and possess 
the victory for ourselves. 

First, if we are to have this 
great, glorious, comforting victory 
we must realize the 


Certainty of Christ’s 
Resurrection 

Paul declares the gospel unto 
us, the good news, and he tells us 
what the good news is: that Christ 
dieq for our sins and settled it all 
on the cross, so that now God has 
nothing against us; that He was 
buried; that He took our sins 
away; that He rose again on the 
third day according to the Script- 
ures. Oh, beloved, what good 
news! If you have any fear at 
all about your own personal salva- 
tion and your entrance _ into 
Heaven, just remember that if you 
come to Heaven’s gate and can say 


with a sincere heart, “Christ died 
for my sins,” you will have en- 
trance into Heaven. That is the 


password into the Gloryfand. God 
cannot and will not turn down 
souls who are claiming that Christ 
died for their sins. Oh, what good 
news, that no Sin is held against us 
and never will be! 

In verses 5 and 6, we have the 
six appearances of Christ. First 
to Peter; then to the twelve, with 
Thomas absent; then to five hun- 
dred on a mountain in Galilee; then 
to James, the brother who did not 
believe on Him in life but believed 
on Him in death and resurrection; 
then to all the apostles, with 
Thomas present. Paul says, “Last 
of all he was seen of me also.” 
There are the names of some of 
the foremost apostles who said they 
saw the Lord after He died on the 
cross, was taken down from the 
tree, laid in the tomb of Joseph 
of Arimathea, and arose on the 
thirg day! These are honest men. 
These are truthful men. They 
would not lie. They could not lie 
-about Him. It is not the state- 
ment of one, but the statement of 
many. , Over five hundred people 
said they saw Jesus after He had 
died on the cross, heard Him speak, 
touched Him, handled Him, knew 
that it was the same Jesus who 


died on the cross and with whom 
they had been associating before. 
They had lived with Him, many of 
them, for three and a half years, 
and they knew Him, so it could 
not be a case of mistaken identity. 
Beloved. God will honor the faith 
of any one who will believe what 
these men—Peter, the twelve 
apostles, the five hundred, the 
Lord’s brother, James, and Paul— 
say about Jesus. Our faith is 
based upon the historical fact of 
the death, burial and resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. Thank 
God, it is good news to our hearts! 


The Horror of Life if There 


Is No Resurrection 

Verses 12 to 19; We must realize 
the horror of life if there is no 
resurrection ,the horror of life if 
Christ hag not been raised from 
the dead, for that means there 
would not be any resurrection for 
us to look forward to. No resur- 
rection of the dead? Try to think 
of it. “If Christ be not risen. . .” 
If He had been nothing more than 


aman dying for a cause; if He 
had never been raised from the 
dead by the power of God; if His 


bones still moulder in some for- 
gotten spot of earth’s soil, like 
the mouldering bones of every 
human being that has ever lived, 
then, (1) no New Testament would 
have ever been written, (2) these 
men of fame who walked and talk- 
ed with Jesus would never have 
been known by the world, (3) no 
mighty revivals calling men back 
to goodness and godliness could 
ever have been possible, (4) there 
would never have been any Pro- 
testant Reformation which has 
brought peace, freedom and bless- 
ing to men’s souls, nor would 
America have religious freedom, 
(5) there would be no newspapers 
bearing His birthdate upon their 
headlines. Also, there would be 
no born-again souls, no Bible, no 
faith, and we would have to go 
back to the vain reasonings of 
philosophers which bring no hope, 
but utter despair! Oh, the horror 
of it all! Take away the fact of 
the resurrection and the living 
Christ, and life is as black as Hell! 
This is the inevitable result of no 
faith in the resurrection. 


Pau] enumerates it for us. He 
says that if there is no resurrec- 
tion, (1) preaching is vain; there 
is nothing, to it. Men have been 
preaching Christ nineteen hundred 
years and the world has been bless- 
ed with it. Someone has suggest- 
ed that we need a moratorium on 
preaching. That is, preaching 
ought to cease. But, oh, what a 
terrible world we would have with- 
out the hope of the gospel! “It 
pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that be- 
lieve.” Paul's work in establishing 
churches was utterly in vain if 
there was no resurrection. We 
might as well] get rid of preachers, 
throw the Bible away, burn down 
our churches ang turn them into 
storehouses, if there is no resur- 


rection. All men of God, such as 
Augustine, Luther, Knox, Calvin, 
Wesley, Spurgeon, Finney and 


Moody, wasted their time and their 
lives in a worthless cause if there 
is no resurrection, 


(2) Your faith is vain if there 
is no resurrection. It is useless. 


The wife who comforts herself 
with the Word of God and clings 
to the promises of God as she 
tries to raise her family, and has 
a drunken, brutal husband to con- 
tend with, and who lives in the 
heavenlies purely by faith and sees 
beyond her circumstances to a time 
when she will not have to live with 
a drunkard—that wife is fooled, 
mistaken (poor soul) if there is no 
resurrection, 


The mother who is dying, and as 
she slips away leaves behind her 
four children with none to care 
for them but God, but confidently 
commits them to Him, believing 
that He will take care of them, is 
mistaken if there is no resurrec- 
tion. 


The poor widow, with her hus- 
band gone, her companion of past 
years of blessing, now hardly get- 
ting by in her daily living, but 
whose face lights up when you go 
and have prayer with her and read 
to her the Scriptures, is without 


no good, 
tion. 

A poor woman lives 
in a little shack with her two 
children, makes eight dollars a 
week and has to scrape to keep 
body and soul together, but she 
labors on with weariness and suf- 
fering month in and month out, 
year in and year out, all because 
she has faith in a risen Christ and 
in her resurrection and in a better 
world to come. Her faith is fool- 
ish, vain, useless, if there is no 
resurrection from the dead.

The young man and woman who 
are going out into the world of sin, 
with temptations lurking, ready to 
devour them, ruin their character, 
drag them down to an adulterer’s 
and harlot’s grave, have battled 
those temptations because they be- 
lieve in a future world where good- 
ness will have paid off. Their 
faith is in vain if Christ is not 
risen and there is no resurrection 
for us. ° 


(3) We are yet in our sins if 
there is no resurrection. Sin is a 
fact. Where can man find the for- 
giveness of Sin and peace and see 
their sins blotted out? Throw the 
Bible away, burn down every 
church, cease to preach the gospel, 
and you still have the burden of 
Sin on the consciences of men and 
women who do wrong. Where can 
they find ease for their con- 
sciences ? 


I remember a _ sixteen-year-old 
girl who came to one of our meet- 
ings, and she cried, “I am sick and 
tired of sin!” Yes, so are many 
sinners. Sin is a weight that tears 
down the human heart and breaks 
the soul. If there is no resurrec- 
tion, there is no forgiveness of sin. 

(4) Our loved ones who hafe 
gone on into eternity trusting 
Christ, are perishing if there is no 
resurrection. If Christ be not 
raised, then they will not be raised 
either. We will never see our 
loved ones again. Death has sepa- 
rated us forever. Hope dies at the 
grave. 

I remember making a hospital 
visit with a friend of mine. A 
friend of his was walking the 
floor in a room next to a dying 
daughter. He said he had been 
walking the floor for seven days. 
He cried, “I'll never see my daugh- 
ter any more forever!” Of, if there 
is no resurrection, he is losing 
her forever. 

If Christ is not raised, then. we 
preachers are giving a false hope 
when we seek to: comfort the 
hearts of loved ones laying away 
one of theirown. What a mockery 
are the encouraging words of a 
preacher at a funeral service to 
those who are left behind and sit 
by the casket of a loved one, or 


watch it being lowered into the 
grave! What awful mockery if 
there is no resurrection! If we 


have no hope beyond this life, we 
are of all men most pitiable. 

When I was first converted, I 
used to go to a poor house to 
preach the gospel. I met there a 
man who claimed to be an infidel, 
one of the most pitiable creatures 
I have even seen; dirty, had no 
loved ones, had no money, had no 
possessions, no God, no hope— 
nothing but bleakness and despair. 

Then I went to see a woman at 
the hospital. Her husband was 
dying. I sat and talked with her 
for hours, waiting for him to re- 
gain consciousness so that I could 
talk with him about his soul. Fin- 
ally he did regain consciousness, 
and I went in and told him about 
Jesus, and asked him if he would 
accept Him as his Lord, The 
man gripped my hand and “pasped 
out a weak, ’’Yes.” Then he slip- 
ped away into eternity. I went 
on home. A few days later I went 
back to see the wife. Oh, how 
bruised and bleeding in heart she 
was! She said, “I think about him 
all the time. I dream about him 
at night. Last night I believe I 
saw him. I believe he came to me. 
I talked with him.” I could see 
that her heart was all wrapped up 
in him who was taken away from 
her. A few days later a friend 
came and found this lady critically 
ill, and she soon passed away. 
They told me that before she died, 
she expected to meet him again 
in that better world. But she will 
not meet him again if there isn’t 
any resurrection. 

I am thinking now of a poor 
bedfast boy with tuberculosis, in 
a home out on the edge of the city. 
We tried to minister to him, and 


did, day after day, for about two

look into his sickly face, read the 
Word and pray with him. Time 
and again he would have one of 
those awful hemorrhages and the 
blood would gush forth. His body 
was wasting away—no hope for 
life here. Oh, the blackness of it 
all! Yet there was hope for him 
in the next world. How his face 
would light up when we would talk 
about the resurrection, about the 
new body awaiting him, about the 
future life in Heaven with Jesus! 
It was his only hope. And this 
would have been all in vain if 
Christ wag not risen. Oh, the 
horror of life if there igs no resur- 
rection from the dead! 


The Glorious Hope of Our Fu- 

ture Because of Our Resur- 

rection Based Upon the Res- 
urrection of Jesus 

Verses 20 to 28: “But now 
{here is one of Paul’s dynamic uses 
of the word BUT] is Christ risen 
from the dead.” He lives! A man 
has been raised from the dead, the 
God-man! Despair gives way to 
hope! Gloom to joy! We read, 
“Then were the disciples glad 
when they saw the Lord” after His 
resurrection. They saw that He 
was alive, not dead; that He was 
God of Hedven and earth. They 
knew .that if He could rise from 
the dead, He would raise them also, 
even as He had promised. 

What is the good news? The 
good news is that into the hope- 
less life Christ brings hope. What 
is the gospel that we believe in and 
by which we are saved? First, 
Christ died for our sins. Christ 
was buried in a tomb sealed by the 
Roman empire. Christ was raised 
on the’ third day, a living Lord, 
alive this very hour. A Christ who 
is not only capable, but trust- 
worthy, to fulfill His promise to 
save us, to raise us up, and to 
bring us to Heaven on the great 
resurrection morning. Oh, the 


‘greatness of the fact of the resur- 


rection of Jesus! He lives! He is 
alive! The angel’s glad note, “‘He 
is not here: for he is risen,” still 


resounds. Faith in Christ is not 
a blind leap in the dark, but is 
based upon the resurrection of 
Christ as a demonstrative fact, 
just as credible as any other fact 
of history. He arose and appeared 
to Cephas and the twelve, to the 
five hundred, to James and to Paul, 
and He lives forevermore. 


Multitudes of born-again people 
can bear witness that Christ lives. 
They can say with the poet, 

You ask me now I know He 

lives? 

He lives within my heart! 

Can you say, “He has appeared 
to me also,” as to Paul? Oh, I 
don't mean to your physical sight, 
as He did to Paul. But has He 
appeared to your soul and to your 
heart? Has your heart reached 
out to Him? Have you fallen in 
love with Him? Oh, is He rea] to 
you? Is there any other power 
in the world that can change a 
man’s life and make him a new 
person immediately, giving him 
new life, new motives, new desires ? 
No! Life is barren, unsatisfactory 
and aimless, yntil you meet Him. 

Because He lives, we shall live 
(I Cor. 15:20-26). Because 
He was raised from the dead, He 
has promised that we, too, shall 
be raised from the dead and live 
with Him forever! Death came 
through Adam; resurrection came 
through Christ. He shall defeat 
all our enemies. He saves us now 
and keeps us. He ig coming again 
to defeat all our enemies. Thank 
God that over against the horror 
of life, without Gog and hope, 
stands the living Christ saying, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” 

One of our great preachers, 
Dale, was in his study on. Easter 
morning preparing a message on 
the resurrection. He said that all 
of a sudden he sensed the presence 


of the real, living Christ, the re- 
surrected Christ, in such a real, 
vivid way, that he rose and clapped 
his hands, crying, “He is risen! 
He is risen! He is risen!” 

He is. And because He is, we 
shall live also. He says to each 
of us who believe on Him and 
trust Him, what He said to John 
after the resurrection: “Fear not; 
I am the first and the last. I am 
he that liveth, and was dead; and, 
behold, I am alive forever, Amen; 
and*have the keys of hell and of 
death” (Rev. 1:17, 18). 

The Nature of Our 
Resurrection 

Verses 35 to 50: We dying peo- 
ple, in hope of a resurrection, raise 
the questions, “How are the dead 
raised? What kind of body will 
they have in the -resurrection? 
How can a-body: die, go back tothe 
dust ang ‘be completely ‘dissolved; 
yet be raised again? 
going to be’ like?” ‘These. are 
questions many are asking. 

Paul replies, ‘‘Don’t, forget the 
law of life from death.” We find 
it in nature, . It is like a farmer 
sowing the grain in the soil. To 
be sure, that grain seems to -rot 
in the earth, yet in it is the germ 
of life,.and it ‘comes up later in

marvelous new life. So will be 
our resurrection (vs. 42). Our 
bodies are sown in corruption. 
They are raised in incorruption. 
They are sown as _ perishable 
bodies, they are to be raised never 
to perish again. Théy are sown in 
dishonor; they will be raised in 
glory. The body that we will have 
in Heaven will have nothing dis- 
honorable about it. It was sown 
in weakness and raised in power. 


It is sown a natural body; it will 


be raised a_ spiritual, The 
present natural body we are in is 
not a fit organ for the Spirit with- 
in us. How many times the Spirit 
within us wanted to do things that 
our body hindered us from doing. 
But there we will have a spiritual 
body, perfectly adapted to our 


spirit. Verse 49 is a wonderful | 


truth for us to look forward to: 
“As we have borne [worn or car- 
ried] the image [the likeness] of 
the earthy, [that is, of Adam] we 
shall also bear [carry or wear] the 
image [or likeness] of the heaven- 
ly {that is, Christ].” We shall be 
like Him when we see Him as He 
is. As certainly as we were born 
into this world in the image or 
likeness of Adam, with a body of 
limitations, those of us who believe 
on the Lord Jesus, in the resurrec- 
tion will have bodies with a like- 
ness to Christ Himself. And those 
bodies will not be of flesh and 
blood. Flesh is matter, and blood 
is the essence of our present, de- 
caying bodies; a part of us which 
is passing away. In our new bodies 
there wil] be nothing to pass away. 
We will be like the resurrected 
Christ.,

Verses 51 to 58: Here is a great, 
comforting secret that God wants 
everybody to know. “Behold, [God 
give us eyes to see!] this secret.” 
“We shall not all sleep.” Hebrews

Jesus will come “at the last 
(The war trumpet for 
signals and commands.) 

“The dead shall be raised” (All 
the. Christian dead in thig marvel- 
ous first resurrection.) 

“Incorruptible.” They will be 
raised with imperishable bodies. 

“We shall be changed.” The 
living shall certainly have the 
greatest experience that can hap- 
pen to a human being—the sudden 
thrill and ecstasy when immortal- 
ity shall sweep over them and re- 
verse the death sentence in our 
bodies. It will not only halt the 
decay, but it will make us new. 
We will have a glorified body like 
the Lord Jesus Christ has now in 
Heaven, at the right hand of God. 
This will happen at Christ’s com- 
ing for us. 

Verse 53 says that we will put 
on incorruption, which means “un- 
dyingness.” We will be in a con- 
dition immediately in which we 
will never die, never suffer pain, 
never be sick, or need food, nor be. 
limited ag we are in our earthly 
bodies, 

In verse 54 we read a reference 
to Isaiah’s prophecy, ‘‘Death is 
swalloweg up in victory.” And 
what a wonderful victory! Note 
the words, “swallowed up”: this is 


the Greek cata, meaning down, and 


pino, meaning to drink down, or 
swallow up completely, utterly 
consume and do away with. So 
there will not be any more death 
for the people of God. Death will 
be behind us forever when the Lord 
descends and takes us to meet Him 
in the air. ; 

No wonder Paul cries out in 
verse 55, “O, death, where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is thy 
victory?” It has no more victory 
because its sting has been re- 
moved, The sting of death is sin. 
Sin is God’s broken law. We all 


recognize we-have broken God's} 


law and sinned. But here is where 
the victory comes. Jesus took our 


-Christ. 


sins in His own body on the cross 
in those six hours, and settled the 
sin question forever. He purchased 
victory for us. 


Conclusion: We have been think- 
ing about victory, the continual 
victory of the Christian faith. 


How This Victory Is Obtained 

“How may I have this continual 
victory in life and in death,” ‘some- 
one may ask. The answer is I 
Corinthians 15:57, 


Its Source Is God 
“Thanks be unto God.” 
the giver of this victory. It is a: 
gift. Literally, “Who continually 
giveth” the victory. The gift is 
received, simply taken. God is 
offering to a poor, deluded, sin- 
sick world continual victory in 
life and in death. Oh, what a 
wonderful gospel we have, not only 
to preach but to experience! 
Its Object—Us 
He giveth us the victory! Who- 
soever will may come. What a 
difference between the subject and 
object! The subject is God; the 
object is us. God is the giver; 
we are the receiver, 


Its Channel—Through the Lord 
Jesus Christ 

God can give it only through 
Him. Believe in Him. Trust 
Jesus as your Saviour. Commit 
your soul to Him. Cast all your 
burdens on Him. Walk with Him. 
Put your confidence and depend- 
ence in Him. He is a living Lord, 
the risen Christ! He is One who 
is continually with us, walking by 
our side. It is Christ for your 
soul or chaos, wretchedness, mis- 
ery. It is Jesus or despair and 
utter hopelessness. Oh, the horror 
of life without Him! The horror 
of death without Him! The horror 
of being raised in the resurrection 
without Him! The horror of 
standing before the judgment bar 
of God without Him! What shall 
it be for you? What is it now 
for you? It is Christ or despair! 

Do. you remember the despair of 
the unbeliever in William Henley’s 
Invictus ? 

Out of the night that covers 

me, 
Black as the pit from. pole 
to pole, 

I thank whatever gods may be 

For my unconquerable soul! 

That is the despair of those who 
are not trusting God and His 
That is the word of un- 
belief, “Black as the pit from pole 
to pole.” -And the blackness will 
be on the unbeliever’s deathbed 
and throughout eternity! 

But do you remember the reply 
to this poem? It is Dorothy Day's 
My Captain. 

Out of the Light that covers

He says, “Barabbas, you are in 
danger. The soldiers are watching 
you with suspicion. You may be 
recaptured any moment. Don't you 
know you are under the penalty of 
death?” But Barabbas_ stands 
like a@ man in a dream, gaze un- 
wavering, heart pounding like a 
trip hammer. Then with intense 
emotion he says, “You are right. 
By the law I ought to die, for I am 
a guilty criminal. I was condemn- 
ed to that cruel death, but there 
hangs the man who is dying in my 


place!” Substitutionary atone- 
ment: There you see it.

The Joy of the Lord 

This life is a life of joy. Jesus
